OuDER No. 650. Washington, D. C., 1, 1921^. 

On and after July 1, 1924, unless otherwise ordered, the Post Office Department will paV^the follow¬ 
ing rewards, providing Congress shall make the necessary appropriation or authorize the j^vyment: 

(1) :Not exceeding Two Thousand Dollars for the arrest and conviction of any offeder on the 

charge of assaulting any person having lawful charge, control, or custody of any mail matter, with 
intent to rob, steal, or purloin such mail matter or any part thereof, if in effecting or attempting to effect 
such robbery, he shall wound the person having custody of tlie mail, or put his lifeiin jeopardy by the 
use of a dangerous weapon, and in violation of the provisions set forth in Section 197, Penal Code, 
Act of March 4, 1909, which reads as follows: < 

“Whoever shall assault any person having lawful charge, control, or custody of 
any mail matter, with intent to rob, steal, or purloin such mail matter or any part 
thereof, or shall rob any such person of such mail or any part thereof, shall, for a fii-st 
offense, be imprisoned not more than ten years; and if in effecting or attempting to 
effect such robbery, he shall wound the person having custody of the mail, ol- put his 
life in jeopardy by the use of a dangerous weapon, or for a subsequent offense, shall 
be imprisoned twenty-five years.” ‘ 

(2) Not exceeding One Thousand Dollars for the arrest and conviction of any offender on the charge 
of assaulting any person having lawful charge, control, or custody of any mail matter with intent to 
rob, steal, or purloin such mail matter or any part thereof, or of robbing such person of such mail or any 
part thereof, and in violation of the provisions set forth in Section 197, Penal Code, above quoted, where 
the assault does not include the wounding of the person having custody of the mail, or the putting of 
his life in jeopardy by the use of a dangerous weapon. 

(3) Not exceeding Two Hundred Dollars, and not less than Fifty Dollars, for the arrest and con¬ 
viction of any pei-son on the charge of breaking into a post office, or any building used in whole or in 
part as a post office, with intent to commit in such post office or part of said building used as a post office, 
any larceny or other depredation, or of stealing any money or property of the United States there¬ 
from, or of robbing a postmaster or any employee of a post office of money or property of the United 
States: Provided, That in all cases Avherein a safe in the post office is broken open $200 will be paid. 
A post office station shall be regarded as coming within the meaning of the term oost office as used in 
this section. 


(4) Not exceeding Two Hundred Dollars, and not less than Fifty Dollars, for the arrest and con¬ 
viction of any person on the charge of stealing mail matter or any valuable thing contained therein, 
while being conveyed over any post route, or while in the custody of any mail messenger, or being con¬ 
veyed to or from any railroad depot, or of robbing or .stealing from the mail while it remains at any 
railroad depot awaiting transfer. 

(5) Not exceeding Two Hundred Dollars, and not less than Twenty-five Dollars, for the arrest and 
conviction of any mail carrier on any star route on the charge of embezzling or stealing mail matter or 
any valuable thing contained therein. 

(6) Not exceeding Two Flundred Dollars, and not less than Twenty-five Dollars, for the arrest and 
conviction of any person on the charge of stealing mail matter or any valuable thing contained therein 
from or out of any mail, post office, or station thereof, or of lai’ceny from any letter box, street letter box, 
or other receptacle established, approved, or designated by the Postmaster General for the receipt of 
mail matter on any rural delivery route, star route, or other mail route, or from a box rented in a post 
office, or from any public receptacle or other authorized depository for mail matter, or from any letter 
or mail carrier. 

(7) For the arrest and conviction of any person as accessory to any of the offenses above mentioned, 
or for receiving any money or property stolen from a post office, or from the station of a post office, 
or otherwise, as provided in this Notice of Eeward, the same reward will be pai^fas for the arrest and 
conviction of the principal offender. 

(8) The above rewards may be payable to any postal employee, except a post office inspector, or to 
any other person. 

(9) The Post Office Department reserves the right to refuse payment of any claim for reward when 
in its opinion there has been collusion, or when improper methods have been used to effect an arrest or 
to secure a conviction; and it also reserves the right to allow only one reward where several persons 
have been convicted of the same offense, or where one person has been convicted of several offenses, unless 
the circum.stances in its judgment entitles the claimant to a reward for each conviction. 

(10) All allowances made under the terms of this Notice of Reward will be determined according 
to the circumstances surroimding the particular case, and in making them the importance and value of 
the services performed, the character of the person arrested and convicted, the time con.sumed, expenses 
incurred, and the efforts put forth will govern. 

(11) AVlien an offender is killed in the act of committing any of the crimes enumerated herein, or in 
resisting lawful arrest therefor, the same reward may be paid as though he had been tried and convicted. 

(12) When a person has been convicted for committing any offense enumerated herein a reward 
may be paid, even though such person when arrested was charged with committing an offense not so 
enumerated. 

(13) Application for reward should be made to the Chief Post Office Inspector, Washington, D. C., 
and payment will be made upon presentation of satisfactory documentary evidence, subject to the neces¬ 
sary appropriation, as aforesaid; but a claim will not be considered unless presented within three 
months from the date of the conviction of an offender, or within three months from the date of his death, 
if he was killed in the act of committing the crime or in resisting lawful arrest therefor.

On the night of August 9, 1924, at Atkins, Iowa, Ollie Corum and a man who gave the 
name of “Cooper” brutally murdered Chas. Hirschfield and robhed him of Eigh¬ 
teen ($18.00) Dollars. 

Corum was apprehended August 11, 1924, and made a complete confession and is now 
in custody, charged with murder. 

Cooper was last seen in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, on the morning of August 11. His phys¬ 
ical description is as follows: Height, 5 feet, 10 inches; weight, 160 pounds; light complex¬ 
ion, very light, thin hair, coming well down over forehead; thin face, with thin nose; nose 
has noticeably high bridge, and is slightly pugged at end; bridge of nose is almost a hump;
